The mill closed
down v the fall of 1902, while Gen-
wral Manager Thatoher conocentrated
his forcea upon the installation of
one of the fluest deep-sinking plants
in the northwest, ocosting approxi-
mately $1560,000, and oapable of
operating to a depth of 25600 feet.

They bave un-
doubtedly decided to enter the
western gold miviug busivess on a
large scale, a# rumovs ocome from
Baker City that the head of the
Standard Oil system, Henry Il.
Rogers, of New Yoik, hss redvemed
the Coruvucopia mine and is now
diokering for the Ilron Dyke. Re-
cently the ‘‘aystem,’'’ wme Frenzied
Fiosuce Lawson delights to call the
Stapdard Oil company, requested
Mr. Gelser to exumine the HBouanzas
and render n report thereon. It s
to ancomplish this mission that Mr,
Gelser went to the mine this moro-
ing. Speaking seriously to The
